Government Owns Industries. 

Socialists believe in the common own 
of all means of production, distribution, and - 
transportation. The Russian government 
has invaded the domain of private owner- 
ship more than any other government—raii- 
roads, telegraphs, many of the mines, many 
of the places of amusement, some of the fac- 
tories, much of the land and Nquor trade be- 
long to. the government, which also pays 
large bounties to merchants, steamship 
companies, and many other private enter- 
prises. ‘The government now is in the Way 
of taking over the tea, sugar, and tobacco 
monopolies. 

On the boards of directors of purely “ pri- 
vate corporations the government insists 
on appointing its official representatives. 
Usually these official representatives dom- 
inate the policies of the corporations. 


Officialdom Sells Everything. 

Local governments. in different parts of 
Russia sell everything from agricultural im- 
plements to magic. lantern slides and do 
everything from veterinary surgery to trans- 
lating Milton and Moliére. 

In European Russia, all the farm land ts | 
divided into two parts, nearly equal. One 
part belongs to the nobiles, the other part to 
the peasants. 

The peasants cultivate their holdings on 
the communal system. Perhaps 100 families 
compose a single village, in which is vested 
the ownership of the adjoining fields, pas- 
tures, and woodlands. 


Once a year a village assembly fis held and 
the reallotment of farm land takes place. 
Each family is assigned for the copiing year 
strips to cultivate. The family must culti- 
vate the prescribed crop on each of its strips. 

In the common pasture each family may 
run only a certain number of cattle. Cattle 
must not be turned out (whether the season 
be jate or early) before St. George’s day 
| April 23. 

From the woods each family may take but 
a certain quantity of wood. 

Although the ownership of the land is vest- 
ed in the village, and although the allotment 
of land for each year is by popular vote, yet 
the socialist theory is mot carried to its ulti- 
mate conclusion. Bach family may make 
what it can by the sale of produce from the 
lands which during that year it has culti- 
vated. 


Russian Farmer Is Glothful. 
The Russian farmer is slothful and in- 
different. is careless about mapuring, 
and does not comprehend the rudiments of 
intensive farming. Whether this be due to 
the numbing effects of his climate upon his 
intellect, to his ignorance, to his drunken- 
ness, or to his communistic ownership of 
Jand-is a question much disputed and not yet 
determined.

Stanford wag ill, 

Second Affair Abandoned. - 

, But that was the second proposed social 
affair abandoned by her. On Jan. 29 it was 
announced that all invitations had been re- 
called for the reception, at which members 
of the board of trustees of Stanford univer- 
sity were to be her guests. Within a few 
days Mrs. Stanford. who had just returned 
to hér home in this city and announced that 
she would entertain, suddenly changed all 
her’ plans and told her friends she would 
leave for the orient Feb. 16. 

There are several circumstances that the 
detectives are investigating. About a year 
ago Mrs. Stanford returned from a trip 
around the world. With her on the voyage 
were Miss Bertha Benner, her secretary, 
a man named Beverly, her butler, and a maid. 
Soon after the return ‘to this city Beverty, 
the butler, was discharged and another man 
was employed. Just what-led to the dis- 
charge of the butler Is not known,

PRESIDENT TO ASK THE HAGUE 
TO AGREE TO ARBITRATION. 


Reosevecit Hopes Pian for Settlement 
of Disputes Between Nations Will 
Be Adopted by Powers at Confer- 
ence—Believes Such an Agreement 
Would Be More Effective than Gen- 

eral Treaties and Administratton 
Measures Which Were Amended. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—President 
Roosevelt's idea of obtaining comprehensive 
and effective agreements as to a plan of in- 
‘ternational arbitration will be presented to 
the second Hague conference, which is to be 
held at the conclusion of the Russo-Japanese 
‘war. He hopes it will be made binding upon 
all the powers. 

Instructions will be given to the represent- 

atives of the .United States at the confer- 
ence to press for such an agreément. The 
details of the instructions have not been 
worked out. but it is understood the effort 
of this country will be-to have -specified 
definitely the subjects which, under the, 
proposed agreement, may be submitted. 

Such an agreement, according to this view, 
would be more effective than the general 
treaties entered into between the United 
Siates and other countries individually. Not- 
withstanding the action of the senate, there- 
fore, in amending the treaties so as to prevent 
the exchange of ratifications, the president 
will endeavor. to. obtain.even more tangible 
results through the plaff he.now has in mind. 

Mr. Roosevelt discussed the subject of ig- 
ternational arbitration today with Hayne 
Davis of New, York, who has made a study of 
the subject, ahd with Representative HBar- 
tholdt of Missouri, president,of the Interpar- 
liamentary union. Mr. Roosevelt's callers 
feund him confident much would be accom- 
plished in the cause of arbitration at the pro- 
posed conference at The Hague. e believed 
an arrangement could be made for the arbi- 
tration of certain specified subjects to the ex- 
clusion of such others as might cause friction.

Significant Change in New York. 
The paper then continues: . 

In 1888 8&2 per cent of the families whose 
names were enrolled in the Social 
lived practically under their own roofs. 
Now only 59 per cent among the prominent 
families of New York alone do so. 
sounds like a most extraordinary statement, 
but it is based upon careful calculations and 
statistics, and now the question is, Where 
do people live—that is, prominent families? 
There are certainly quite as many people en- 
rolled among prominent families in. New 
York City as there were in 1888, but where 
and how do they live? They must live well or 
they would not be prominent, but that all 
sorts and conditions of life have materially 
changed is easily understood without con- 
sulting statistics, 
|“ Phere are conservative families still 

to live in New York who come trito 
town the middle or last of November, open 
their houses, and settle down for the winter, 
just ae there are wel known people in Lon- 
don who do the samé@ thing, but the great 
majority, if they do come into town, do not 
They stop at a hotel or apart- 
ment, and do not take up their regular life 
here until the beginning of December. 


Keep Small Suite of Rooms. 


“ Apartment house life is apparently be- 
coming more and more a part of the regular 
scheme, and there are few people owning 
large country places who do not have what 
they call a pied & terre, consisting ofa small 
suite of rooms, or, to speak more truly, a suite 
of small rooms, where the head of the family 
stops through the week, going out to his 
' country house for‘the week end, and where 
madam also finds.a convenient headquarters 
for packages, etc., and to, stop over night for 
the play, dinner, dressmaker, and the thou- 
sand and one necessities that bring people 
into town during the entire year, regardless 
of what the weather may be or whether the 
thermometer registers in the nineties or not. 
This small apartment idea is thought to be 
rather smarter than rooms at a hotel.

BVILS OF ATHLETICS 


COLLEGE PRESIDENTS POINT OUT 


‘MANY SERIOUS FAULTS. 
Prof. Victor H. Lane of Michigan Se- 
cures Opinions from Western Educa- 
tors—Rule Barring Freshmen from 
Competition Is Favored—Gambling, 
Professionalism, and Poor Scholar- 
ship Cited as Objections — Longest 
Indoor Track Season of Ann Arbor. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 18—[Spectal.]— 
From thirty letters sent to college presidents 
of the middle west, Prof. Victor H. Lane of 
the University of Michigan has replies uni- 
versally condemning the “evils” of college 
athletics, Prof. Lane is a member of Michi- 


_gan’s board of control 


These letters from men in authority form 
a sort of preélection canvass, indicating 
among other things that the proposed rule 
‘barring freshmen from athletics not only will 
pass the western conference next June but is 
likely to become law throughout the entire 
middie west. 

“ Lam persuaded,” Prof. Lane says, “ as is 
every other person with whom I have corre- 
sponded, who has discussed the question at 
all, that the rule recertly adopted at the con- 
ference intercollegiate committee at Chicago, 
requiring a full semester before participation 
in college contests, will be almost a panacea 
for the unwise recruiting practices which 
now exist.”” . 

Compares Field and Class. 

Prof. Lane furnishes a figurative compari- 
son between the number of students whom 
football kills annually and those killed by 
class work. He says: “It is not more a 
sin to permit a boy to engage in competition 
on the field in which he may get his nose, 
leg, or neck broken than it is to compel the 
boy or girl to engage in competition im the 
classroom in which his or her nervous system 
is permanently injured. A man killed with 
a baseball bat or a Greek root is dead in 
either case. Every fall some one is sure to 
gather a list of casualties on the gridiron, 
but no one yet has attempted to give us the 
much longer list of much more serious cas- 
ualties: from the quite as strenuous contests 
in the classroom. 

“ Athletics has'a disciplinary value not 
always appreciated in full measure by ad- 
ministrative officers. There is in young men 
{and young women differ more in degree 
than in kind) an element which makes for 
the boisterous—an element that finds its sat- 
isfaction in the contest, in playing some 
prank on one’s fellow, which moves the staid 
college professor, when he gets in the ge- 
clusion of his own study, just to glance at 
the headlines to see whether Britt or Nel- 
son won the bout the night before. 


College Athletics Legitimate. 

“To dam Niagara is easier than to elim- 
inate this factor from the lives of young 
men, even if it were desirable todo so. Mod- 
ern college athletics is the natural result of 
efforts on the part of student bodies to find 
some legitimate expression for these tenden- 
cies.”’ 

‘In the replies of college presidents as to 
how this athletic tendency should be regt- 
lated, Prof. Lane has one from President 
Northrop of Minnesota, the college which 
has refused to ratify the new freshman 
rule approving of the regulation. Dr. North- 
rop is the only college president in the west 
who has sent in even a qualified statement 
that western college athletics is satisfac- 
tory. President Harper of Chicago attacks 
especially the “ pressure put upon promising 
athletes in secondary schools” and also 
gambling. A classification of all the com. 
plaints received by Prof. Lane includes be- 
sides gambling the objections that the sys- 
tem trains a few students and neglects th<« 
majority, that too much attention is paid to 
making money out of athletics, and also 
professionalism, poor scholarship, and laxity 
about enforcing the eligibility rules. 

Various Remedies Suggested. 

As remedies the various educators would 
*“ abolish the game of football,” “ abolish all 
proselyting and recruiting practices,”” and 
“abolish gate receipts.”’ 

For Michigan, Prof. Lane speaks as follows 
about. the general charges that eligibility 
rules are not enforced: “In the half dozen 
years I have been a member of our board of 
control of athletics there have been but one 
or two cases In which a man has been per- 
mitted to play on @ varsity team who had 
a condition in his_work, and then by reason 
of peculiar conditions which were thought to 


justify it. 
“JT am that one reason for vio- 


lating the rules for amateur standing is | 


found in the fact that the student is not per. 
suaded of the justice or reasonableness of 
some of them. The rule that a student 
should be Cisqualified because in a village 
celebration he ran a foot race for boys under 
14 has something in it to make it difficult of 
enforcement.”

years ago, In fact, it Is said the poolroom 
craze has suffered a genera! decline. The 
cause in New York and Chicago is easy to 
explain, sincere crusades against the rooms 
in those cities having practically exterminat- 
ed everything but handbooks. 


Few Big Rooms Take Reports. 


At present only a few of the big poolrooms 
are taking the reports of the Panama track 
races, giving the preference to the other 
New Orleans track. This, it is explained, is 
because the “ players” are more familiar 
with the horses racing at the older track. 
Inasmuch as Corrigan always has heen 4 
foe of the poolroom, and has sought to bring 
about a reform by which poolrooms would 
be barred from getting service altogether 
at the tracks, he probably does not begrudge 
the rival organization the better revenue it 
is getting from that source. 

Whether the sure daily drain on the re- 
sources of the opposing factions will lead to 
a compromise before the end of the Crescent 
City club’s regularly advertised meeting is 
problematical. On all sides the hope is ex- 
pressed that a break will come soon, and thus 
pave the way to a peaceful solution of the 
trouble that darkens the racing outlook all 
over the west. ; 

The definite announcement last week by 
Stoney Montgomery that the Memphis track 
would remain in the Western Jockey club’s 
ranks was a severe blow to the new organ- 
ization. At this early date it looks as if 
Memphis ts the only point where a success- 
ful race meeting is assured in the west this 
year. Without opposition it was bound to 
have a prosperous méeting under the banner 
of either turf body, but its decision to stick 
to the jockey club was no surprise, because 
Mr. Montgomery is one of the stewards of 
that organization. The loss of Memphis 
seems to have caused further delay in the 
announcement of the new association’s rac- 
ing dates. The circuit schedule was to have 
been announced last week, but it Is still 


pending. 
Missouri Outlook Not Bright. 


In Missouri the outlook is said to be a 
little brighter than it was a week ago. The 
proposed new law, which passed the lower 
house, is said to have struck a snag in the 
senate, and racing men are now claiming 
it will never become a law. But even with 
the defeat of that measure the turf forces 
in the newest republican state will have a 
bad customer to deal with this season in 
Gov.. Folk, who has practically committed 
himself against racing anywhere in the state. 
Without official interference the prospects in 
Missouri are far better than a year ago, there 
being no conflict of dates on the St. Louis 
tracks. If allowed to run they are bound to 
make money under such conditions. 

Locally, there is little in prospect to cheer 
the track enthusiast. With March almost 
here Hawthofne is the only track that has 
announced stakes for 1905. and most people 
are willing to wager that the Hawthorne 
stakes never will be run. Regardiess of the 
outcome of the strife amorig the horsemen 
themselves, there is the question of inter- 
ference by the authorities. Sheriff Barrett. 
it is believed, will not interfere if the tracks 
do not go to war among themselves, but in 
the later event it is believed he will stop all 
racing. 

In case the war between the two controlling 
turf bodies is carried to Chicago, it is thought 
Indiana will be the scene of most of the rac- 
ing hereabouts. There is hardly .a remote 
chance that the talked of new racing bill will 
get through the Indiana legislature. A 
body which recently has been passing tem- 
perance and anti-cigaret measures is hardly 
the kind that favors liberality in racetrack 


legislation. 
Conlon May Open Fight Here. 


If Corrigan attempts to run Hawthorne in 
opposition to the Western Jockey club John 
Condon, it is believed, will make no attempt 
to open Harlem, but will race as much as he 
can at Lakeside and at the same time use 
his influence to have racing stopped in Cook 
county. In a war of this kind the blind turf- 
man would have the advantage, financial and 
otherwise. Condon, it is said, is now worth 
$1,500,000, the result of several years of suc- 
cessful meetings at Harlem and also of other 
profitable ventures. For example, it is said 
the Harlem magnate bought half a million 
bushels of wheat recently at 87 cents and solu 
at$1.15. Corrigan, although credited by some 
with being a wealthy man, can hardly meas- 
ure dollars with his blind rival. Then, too, 


‘it le doubtful ff he has the political pull that 


his rival is at least generally credited with 
possessing, although, possibly, he might 
carry the war into Indiana with as much suc- 
cess as Condon could achieve in Cook county. 

In case of racing in Indiana it Is supposed 
the new driving club track at Hammond, 
owned principally by Sid McHie, will alter- 
nate with Lakeside. Between them, however, 
they will be unable, under the Inwana law, 
to furnish continuous racing, each track 
being able to race but fifteen days consecu- 
tively and then being forced to close for 
thirty days. The Hammond track would tm- 
pose a hardship on racegoers, the trip from 
Chicago requiring fully an hour. The Lake- 
side track is easy of access. It is said no 
attempt will be made to construct a grand- 
stand in case of racing at Lakeside. The 
present stand may be extended into bleach- 
ers in-order to seat more peaple,

PLAN A $5,000 CLUBHOUSE 


JACKSON PARK YACHT MEN ASK 
FOR OUTER HARBOR. 


Improvements Which Members Say 
Can Be Made at Moderate Cost Are 
Suggested to Commissioners, So as 

- to Accommodate Deep Draft Vessels 
and Are Favored by Supt. Foster— 
Columbia Organization Adopts Res- 


olutions on Death of Wm. Cothroll. 


The members of the Jackson Park Yacht 
club have petitioned the board of south park 
commissioners to provide an outer harbor at 
the former world’s fair park which will be 
able to accommodate pleasure craft of deep 
draft, and according to those who are foster- 
ing the scheme the commissioners are ex~ 
peted to decide the matter favorably to the 
yachtsmen. 

In case that the additional harbor is pro- 
vided the yacht club has planned to do away 
with the house boat on the inner basin, which 
has become inadequate through their grow- 
ing membership, and build a $6,000 clubhouse 
on the peninsula on which the old La Rabida 
convent is located, 


Harbor of Moderate Cost. — 


The committee appointed at a recent meet- 
ing laid the matter before the south park 
authorities last week, pointing out the fact 
that the harbor could be made at a moderate 
cost by the construction of breakwaters, 
similar to those on the lake front, which 
protect the anchorages of the Columbia and 
Chicago organizations. The lagoon at the 
park, which has been ysed by the Jackson 
Parkers since the club was formed, recently 
has been dredged out and deepened, and the 
dirt used for filling elsewhere in the park, but 
it is still too shallow to admit the larger 
yachts. 

The whole matter has been referred by the 
board to Supt. Foster for investigation and 
report as to the cost and necessity for such 
improvement. 

Supt. Foster Favors Project. 


Supt. Foster had previously expressed him- 
self as being faverable to the project, and, as 
he undoubtedly knew the probable cost of 
the improvement, it would appear asif the 
expense would not be a material barrier. 

The Lincoln park people have already taken 
the initiative in this line and have passed 
an order for building a permanent anchorage 
for yachts at the north shore park. 

The members of the J. P. ¥Y. C. think that 
they can show the park commissioners that 
there is enough interest taken in yachting to 
justify the expense, one of their principal 
arguments being that there is a growing de- 
mand for an anchorage which is contiguous 
to the residential portions of the south side, 
and at the same time free from the dirt and 
smoke encountered at the downtown moor- 


ings. 
Columbia Adopts Cothroll Resolutions. 

At a special meeting of the Columbia 
Yacht club last night out of respect to the 
memory of William Cothroll, who died on 
¥riday, resolutions of sympathy and regret 
tnanimously were adopted. It was decided 
te attend the funeral this morning in a body. 

Mr. Cothroll, who was one of the most 
prominent members of the club, had been 
ili for some time with rheumatism of the 
heart, but, as he recently had been reported 
convalescent, the news of his death was 
a shock. 

Mr. Cothroll had been connected with the 
Columbia club fur twelve years. During that 
time he had become knuwn all over the great 
lakes as one of the foremost authorities on 
yachting. He was a close student of the 
game along scientific iines. He was ofter 
called upon for advice in the building and 
handiing of racing yachts, and his death 
will be keenly felt, especially by those in- 
terested in the sport. 

Services Sought by All. 

A genial, whole souled sportsman, the em- 
bodiment of good fellowship and even tem- 
perament, he was the object of a good natured 
rivairy for his services aboard the yachts of 
the fleet. For several years he had been a 
member of the crew of Commodore Price's 
flagship Vencedor, and more often than 
otherwise the winning of close races had 
been mainly due to his advice, born of an in- 
tultive knowledge of the finer points of the 
game. He was also official measurer for sev- 
eral Lake Michigan yacht clubs. sis 

Funeral Today from Mother’s Home.

QUIET IN AUTO CIRCLES 


CLOSING OF SHOW AND COLD ADD 
TO DULLNESS. 


Motor Vehicle Bill Intreduced at 
Springfield Creates Much Gossip 
Among Exuthusiasts of Automobil- 
ing-—Conditions Embodied in Docu- 
ment Are Looked Upon as Being of 
a Humorous Character — Driving 
Laws Considered Too Drastic. 


Calm followed the storm of the Chicage 
automobile show and the last week was com- 
paratively quiet in local circles, the extreme 
cold adding to the dullness. The only real 
live topic of the week was the introduc- 
tion of what is known as the ‘‘ motor vehicle 
bill’ at Springfleld by Representative Frank 
J. Heinl of Jacksonville, and, while some of 
its conditions are looked upon as being of @ 
humorous character, they came in for much 
discussion. 

The terms of the proposed bill are clear and 
if by any chance it should go through, aute- 
mobiling, as far as the public country high- 
Ways are concerned, would be about as 
exhilarating as a ride in a cable car. In the 
main thoroughfares of cities it ls proposed 
to Hmit the speed to one mile in ten minutes 
or about the speed of a good pedestrian can 
make. These conditions are set forth if 
section 12, which reads as follows:

of this act. 


More Appropriate Law. 

It seems appropriate that the laws designed 
to lessen the liability to accidents in danger« 
ous places should be embodied in section 18, 
which reads as follows: 

On approaching and traversing a bridge, dem, 
sharp curve, or steep descent, the person operating 
@ motor vehicle shall have it under contre! and 
operate it at a speed not greater than one mile in 
fifteen minutes, and on approaching and travers 
ing a crossing at a speed not greater than is rea- 
sonable and proper. 

Secretary Spangler of the Chicago Autome- 
bile club said the general opinion of the mem- 
bers was that the proposed limitation of 
speed in the country districts was altogether 
too drastic in its requirements. Fifteen miles 
an hour in the open cougtry is considered toe 
be considerably below safety limit and 
twice that speed would not be considered out 


the way. 

The “ motor vehicle bill,” in addition, pro- 
vides that all machines must be registered in 
the office of the secretary of state. Local 
authorities are to be given local option ii 
the matter of permitting motor vehicles to 
use highways and will be empowered to fur- 
nish rules for motor vehicles offered for bire, 
It also is proposed to give the authorities of 
parks power to regulate the rate of speed 
in their territories. 

Local Owners Object. 
Many local owners do not object to the reg- 
istration of machines, but object strongly te 
having to travel under different rules ii 
different localities, 
With its newly elected president, Elliott 
C. Lee of Boston officiating for the first time, 
the American Automobile association at its 
meeting held in New York on Friday decided 
upon a more vigorous policy. The directors 
| present were D. H. Morris. president of tie 
Automobile Club of America; John Fareon, 
president of the Chicago Automobile club; 
George F. Farrington. president of the Aute- 
mobile club of New Jersey; R. L. Lippett. 
Rhode Island Automobile club; W. T. White;

secretary.

This measure 
permits automobiles to enter and leave fer- 
ries under their own power. , 

It was decided to extend the time for re 
ceiving entries for the Vanderbilt cup race 
from March 15 to April 15.

time. 

When McKerron trotted in 2:04 to sulky 
he was not at’ concert nitch in point of con- 
dition, being then a sufferer from the lame- . 
ness which retired him permanently from 
the turf. and that he would. with better luck. 
have equaled or beaten the champion stallion 
record. 2:024%, is the opinion of a good many 
horeemen whose judgment is entitled to re- 
spect. 

McKerron Bred to Good Mares. 

MeKerron had a 3 year old trotter out last 
season—Harry McKerron—which could beat 
2:15, and it is not to be doubted he will have 
a lot of fast representatives now that he has 
been permanently retired to the breeding 
ranks. Up to the present time he has been 
bred to only a few mares, but it must be 
admitted that without exception they have 
been dames of quality Im the horse world.

May 
Fern, the dam of Lord Revelstoke. was a 
flighty mare when on the turf, and Bingen, 
sire of Revelstoke, was inclined to break 
when the pinch came, so that it is no wonder 
thelr son could not be depended upon to 
stick to a trot after the word was given. 
McKerron, on the other hand, never wanted 
to make a break, and when he was balanced 
he knew nothing but trot from start to 


finish. 

The fact that Mr. Billings has bred a quar. 
tet of fast trotting mares and at least one 
speedy pacer, Mazette, 2:044%. to McKerron 
shows that he is not averse to the breeding: 
end of the light harness horse sport. and 
argues that he may. eventually purchase a 
farm for the use of. his matrohs, with per- 
haps a stallion of great excellence at the 
head.

The intensely cold weather in Manchu~ 
ria is over, and it is possible for troops to 
move with comparative ease. It will not 
be when spring comes, the snowa' melt, and 
the roads become bottomless. ° Therefore, if 
either side is to take the offensive to any 
purpose, it should do so soon. 

Last week four Russian battleships, one 
cruiser, and two anxiliary cruisers left Libau 
to rejnforce Admiral Rojestvensky. He is 
presumably still at Madagascar, but will 
ye there before the beginning of March, 
when the monsoons will set-in and make 
navigation difficult for torpedo boats and 


inforcement cagnot reach Admiral Rojest- 
vensky unless he makes another long wait 


It is questionahte whether Admiral Togo 
will permit him. to do so. The Japanese 
admiral may not be now on his way to

will be soon. There is no reason why he 
should play a waiting game and allow the 
Russian vessels to pursue their course un- 
molested. to Japanese waters.. His fleet is 
stronger than theirs, not on paper perhaps, 
but certainly in fact.

As Russia'cannot hope to drive the Japa- 
nese off the mainland so long as the latter 
are the masters of the seas, the destruction 
of Admiral Rojestvensky’s squadron, which 
it would take Russia years to replace, must 
expedite peace. It would be better for 
Russia to end hostilities while her flect is 
are endless rumors of peace, 
but the decisive word has not been spoken. 
If the matter were left to the people of Rus- 
sia that word would be spoken at once. 

There are potent reasons why Russia, 
though able to send more men to Manchu- 
ria and to borrow more money; should wish 
to put an end to a war which never sbould 
have been. allowed, to begin. There is too 
much domestic strife to make it possible to 
conduct successfully a trying foreign war. . 
If it were possible to win victories in Man- 
chutia popular discontent would not be 
quelled. The people can no longer be paci- 
fied by the promise of battles to be won Ry 
Gen. Kouropatkin. 

The death of the Grand Duke Sergius 
shows that.the revolutionists have resumed 
their policy of assassination. They have 
notified other members of the imperial fam- 
ily that they have been sentenced to death. 
The workingmen in St. Petersburg and 
other great cities have not been pacified. 
There is an insurrection in the Caucasus’ It 
is feared that famine and pestilence may visit 
Russia later in the year.

‘SCIENCE TELLS Us WHAT SLEEP Is. 

How helpful science sometimes is!’ How 
especially helpful it is when it defines for 
us the.actions which we have always par- 
formed but which we have never or 
understood! 

For instance, is sleep? ‘Kings may 
die and leave their thrones to usurpers, 
dyhasties may disappear and democracies 
take their place, the town weaver of the 
middle ages may be swallowed up in the 
modern international tryst, politics. and in- 
dustry may forever and forever shift their 
structure and their color in the big kaleido- 
scope called human history, but still at all 
times the fundamental*human questionings 
about the nature of life itself remain un- 
answered. Everybody that. ever lived has 
slept. Bat what is sleep? What is the 
body doing, what is the mind doing when 
consciousness gives way to unconsciousness

The peet is humble. To him is 
simply sore labor's bath or “ the baiting 
place of wit ” or “ the balm of hurt minds ” 
or “great nature’s second course, chief 
nourisher in life’s feast.”

SHAM ECONOMISTS. 

The navy department asked congress to 
authorize the construction of three battle- 
ships. The committee on naval affairs re- 
duced. the number to two. ‘There are.many 
members of the house who are opposed to 
yoting any new ships at this time. Some 
say they are against a great navy. Others 
‘assert there is no. need of more battleships 
and that the demand for them is-_prompted 
by the spirit of “militarism.” Other say 
that as there will be a deficit for the fiscal 
year, economy should rule the hour and none 
but absolutely necessary. appropriations be 

There would ‘be little opposition to the 
authorization of two or even three new bat- 
tleships if it were not that so many mem- 
bers believe that the only- way ia. which 
they can secure what they consider “ neces- 
sary appropriations ” is by trimming down 
the naval:estimates. If receipts exceeded 
expenditures and the treasury could stand 
with ease a river and harbor bill, a public 
buildings bill, and large appropriations for 
nava) purposes the new battleships would 
find it smooth sailing. There is not money 
enough for all, Therefore the sham econ- 
omists are anxious to strike out battleships 
so ‘as to make room for government build- 
ings in their districts. 

Wait until the river and harbor bill comes 
up. Then some of the mien who are posing 
as the-chamipions of economy will be found 
defending that bill because it contains ap- 
propriations for local jobs. Others will be 
found endeavoring to amend it so that it 
may include appropriations for “ necessary 
improvements” in their districts.

In extreme cold 
weather the occupiers of the lower flats leave 
the water running so that the pipes may not 
freeze up and’‘a plumber have to be sent 
for. The water department says the only 
‘way to stop the waste is to enforce the use 
of meters. Then householders who left their 
faucets open would have such heavy water 
bills to pay that most of them would aban- 
don the practice complainedof. The tunnels 
ere large enough and the pumping engines

Health, happiness, free- 
dom, morality, all are but parte of the right;

which man ever seeks. The search mani- 
fests itself in different ways; it may be as 
sclehce, the passion for the knowledge of 
the right relations of things; as justice, for 
right relations amongst men; as philosophy, 
as ethics, as religion. Back of all our life is 
the instinct of progress; we push toward the 
perfect. And perfection we now know rests 
not’ in more things but in bringing all the 
things that are into right relations with one 
another. 

The idea that any man can be right re- 
gardiess of others we scout as absurd. The 
ideal civilization we pease for here,.even the 
heaven we long for, is simply a condition of 
living where the things that separate, de- 
spoil, and introduce discord are no more. 
The of the race isto be in right rela- 
tions with all things. All the great religions 
are as_the footprints of peoples who have 
sought the truth. that would lead them to 
be right and just with one another, with the 
world, and with the great unseen powers be- 
hind all being. Our universal sense of wrong- 
ness is but part of our passion for rightness. 

‘The sense of imperfection and the desire 
for improvement have marked all religions 
that have influenced men.. In the Jew this 
desire for .righteousness..was supreme. Job 
is but a . Coming to hisiiself amongst the 
ruin of the things he counted most prec- 
idus, he forgets their loss in his rg oe to 
solve the ‘great problem, What is right and 
how may I reach’it? Somewhere he knows 
there is a solution to all the riddles of his 
friends and the questions of his own heart. 
An orderly universe is not crowned bya 
being whose life must ever remain an Un- 
solved riddle. Men are not adrift in a fog 
with no hope of taking bearings. If men 
have marked the natural world with lines of 
iatitude ‘and longitude for the guidance of 
its travelers, the moral world is not without 
its markings. 

Job’s very question contains the only an- 
sewer that has ever satisfied man. God him- 
self is the great. meridian of all morality. 
From him We may measure all relationships 
‘and get them right. That is the essential 
message of the bible; it strikes that first of 
all in “In the: beginning God——" Every 
life is right in the measure that it adjusts it- 
self to the unvarying will; amongst the na- 
tions they have the kingdom who do his will. 
The world has made progress in precisely the 
proportion that this will has. been realized.. 
The promise of the present is that this great 
standard, this universal law by which all 
may find the right, has been made known to 
all through a life, One of our own has set 
forth God.

EIN FESTE ESTE BURG. 
BY MARTIN LUTHER. 


{Martin Luther (tisleben, Saxony, Nov. 10, 1488 
—Eisleben, Feb. 18, 1546} was not only a great 
preacher; he ‘was also a poet,'the greatest of the 
German hymnists. AS « poet he is’ best known by 
his Ein Feste Burg,”’ which is commonly. called 
Lather’s hymn. Héine calis it “ the Marseillaise 
of the reformation ”; it spread like wiidfire every- 
where on the lipg of the Protestants, being sung 
in the cottage, the workshop, end the congregs- 
tion. -Based on the Forty-sixth Psalm, “ God is 
refuge and: strength,” .and born: ip the 
supreme hour of Luther's great, conflict, it was 


One translation into English was made by Car- 
lyle, who compared “it to “a sound of Alpine 
avelanches.”’ . But the translation which is most 
generally used today was made by Frederick Henry 
Hedge of Massachusetts.in the last century. The 
German people have carried it with them into every. 
land where they have gone, singing it ever tothe 
same soul stirring tune. . Its historic interest, its 
sublime thought, and its inspiring air have com- 
bined to make this one of the great international 
hymns. Something of the vérsatility of Luther is 
seen in the fact that the tone to which this hyma 
is always sung Was also his composition:]_ .

Gubtedly the husband should be the head of the house, if he have 


and calls for much labor, involving no slight subordination of 


Misleading About Food. 


I have no intention of elaborating even a short treatise on foods and 
feeding. My argument is rather that of maintaining that a better 


knowledge of what foods we require, and of the, evils which attend the. 


exeessive use of certain elements of diet, might avert a considerable deal 


of misery and disease—that is, provided life. could be lived and regulated 


according to knowledge. The proof that-this subject is attracting atten- 
tion is found in the publication of magazine and newspaper articles on 
foods and feeding. As usual, ‘we ‘meet with the food faddist in full evidence 


in. such contributions. He is as much in evidence as the anti-vaccinationist 


when an epidemic of smallpox is to the fore. There is no topic on earth 
that the amateur scientist finds more to his mind by way of dogmatic treat- 


with the air we breathe. 
and of. all vital action, yet only. a few instructed . ment than that of what people should eat and drink. Because he likes to. 


live on nuts (which are highly indigestible foods to other people) he-satirizes 
the man who takes an ordinary dietary. The manh.who eats a mutton 
chop is regarded as an immoral person, because to supply him with his 
nutriment an animal has to be killed.

For the Colossians the @#mission was to be “as is 
Git in the Lord,” an obedience which might be rendered only in accordance

of a scientific knowledge of food and feeding. We have to take into ac- 
count a large number of facts involved in the physiological investigation 
of foods before we can possibly construct a rule or rules for rational feed- 
ing. -The matter is not a local or, if I may term it, a parochial one. The 
feeding of mankind has to be determined on two series of facts. One 
series relates to the general laws which regulate the food of nations. The 
sary in cases of disease. 

There is no question at all involved in the first of thee ineatitén, The 
food of a nation depends on that nation’s position on the surface of the 
earth. Food is a matter of geography and climate. It must be so, be- 
eause what a man requires to keep him warm (which is also a matter 
of bodily energy) and to build his body; varies in the hot and in the cold 
climates. In the north he demands a large amount of fat. He cannot 
obtain this from plants even if he could grow them. He has to rely, there- 
fore, on animal fats to supply him with the necessary provender. This 
is why the Eskimo lives largely on the blubber of whales and seals. In 
the south, on the other hand, man becomes natutally a vegetarian. He 
is surrounded by fruits and other vegetable foods, and he avails himself . 
of the food supply which nature has provided. Midway, and in temperate

The horse leech’s daughter 
is no mere fable; theré be men who have sacrificed themselves body and 
soul to the selfish caprice of wives who had regard neither for their 
physical nor moral health, and who knew no limit to their “ ceaseless 
‘Give, Give’!" Husbands err much more often through ignorant kindness 
than from. domineering cruelty. There are few men who are capable of 
deliberate unkindness of abuse to.a loved and loving woman. True, there 
are times when the brute nature asserts itself, and then, God help the 
woman, unless as sometimes happens she is able to help herself! When 
euch cries arise, all that remains for a wife is to meet them as best she 
may.

A successful play must not only haves an

This quality is a rare one. Sometimes the 
Successful dramatist acquires it by years of 
eaperience as an actor, and sometimes by 
instinct, but without thie mysterious gift of 
stagecraft a play, however clever, will not 
succeed.

After the play has been read and accepted, 
a meeting takes place between the author and

Casting of Pisy Difficult. 

The contract being signed, author and mgn- 
ager proceed to settle the cast. If the man- 
ager is also an actor, the leading Man’s part 
naturally goes to him. Probably there will 
be a good deal of disagreement about other 
engagements. The author willinsiston Miss 
A. as leading lady, while the manager will 
protest that the lady isnot at ali suitable and 
much too expensive, and ‘will much prefer 
Miss B. Asa ruje the author does not bother 
‘much about thecost of ceftain artistes, 
the actor-manager, spurred on by his finan- 
cial advisers, is anxious to, combine 
ciency with economy.

Rehearsals follow day after day, usually 
beginning at 11 .a. m., and going on with 
littie break till 3 or4p.m. Meanwhile, if the 
drama is a costume play, designs for the 
dresses will have heen drawn by clever 
artists, with due attention to historical ac- 
curacy. To attain this, the authorities will 
be consulted. These designs, having been 
passed by the author and the manager, go to 
the costumer to be carried out. The wigs 
have also.to be thought of, and the “ proper- 
ties" made at the theater by the property 
man, an accomplished géntleman at once 
carpenter, plumber, metal .worker, and 


painter. 


More important than all Is, of course, the’ 


scenery. The scenic artist. selected by the 
management, first of all makes a model scene 
out of cardboard, generally about 3x2 feet, 
painting it exactly as he proposes the stage 
scene should be done. Certain alterations 
will almost certainly be made on this model, 
and then the work is started on the canvases 
to be put upon the stage. Most of the work 
is done in the artist's own studio, finishing 
touches being put in when the “ flats” have 
been brought to the theater. 


Effects Displayed. 

The lighting effects—the fall of the evening 
and the rising of the sun—are not arrived 
at without many trials; and lighting and 
scenic rehearsals, at the latter of which the 

hands, under the dire.tion of the car- 
penter, practice shifting and setting the 
acenery, are held in the last three or four 
days before the production. 

Finally, the work of preparation is finished 
with the dress rehearsals. The idea is to act 
the play exactly as it will be done on the 


fateful first night; but often the author will 


pull up a performer, and scenes will be gone 
over two or three times, and the waits be- 
tween the acts are interminable. I have 
known many dress rehearsals take ten or 
twelve hours; and the wonder remains that 
the first night is as perfect as it generally is. 

When a play bas once been produced, sub- 


sequent road companies are made to watch . 


the performance, and to imitate as nearly as 
possible the creators of the parts. The au- 
thor to some extent superintends the casting 
of the play, but generally troubles himself 
littleabouttherehearsals.

3 ness wherein it is‘so easy for the man 
} with a good credit and small capital 
to embark. Not but that the stock of a well 
equipped jewelry store represents more. 
often many times more, than is usually tied 
‘up the stocks of other stores; but with other 
kinds of business it is invariably necessary 
for the beginner to buy outright his initial 
stock, or at the beet, contract a short time 
bili, and in the jewelry line it is possible for 
@ man to get a complete stock with only a 
emall deposit if his credit is good. : 

There are several metropolitan firms who 
make a specialty of placing stocks of their 
goods for sale with retail jewelers. A time 
limit is fixed on their sale, at the expiration 
of which, the retailer returns the items un- 
sold along with his remittance for the goods 
he has disposed of. In’this way it is possible 
for a person with credit to stock a complete 
store with Httle outlay. This method of be~- 
ginning has the advantage of plecing the 
retailer jn no danger of stocking up with 
poor and unsalable goods. . 

Competition Is Strong. 
“ However, it is doubtful whether the 
young man with energy and ambition who 
is looking for an opening where he can whit- 
tle out his own success would be wise in 
going into the jewelry business in a large 
city,” said the head of a firm of wholesale 
jewelers. “In fact, his prosperity and ulti- 
mate success is so doubtfyl that we refuse 
to place goods with new men in the city 
as we do tn small towns. We like to do busi- 
ness with jewelers in the city and do a large 
business here, but we can’t sell goods on 
the same terms as we do to the man who 


fs starting into business outside the city. 


We can’t afford to do it. 

“The reasons are many, but probably the 
large downtown jewelry stores including the 
pay-when-you-can establishments are the 
prime ones. These and the department 
stores have put big holes in the trade of 
the small jeweler in the city. They have 
every advantage to help them put the small 


~ man out of business, they have the stores 


where goods can be shown to the best ad- 
vantage, the stocks, the locations, and «he 
money that enables them to advertise and 
get the great bulk of the business. In prices 
there is little difference between those of 
the small fellow and the big downtown re- 
tailers; in fact, sometimes the smaller store 
is able to sell goods cheaper than the big 
one. But the big fellows have the “ edge "'; 
they have the crowds where they can show 
them their goods, and this is nearly the 
whole thing. 


Installment Plan Ie Winner é 
“Of course, with the craze for buying on 
easy payments what it is today the install- 
ment. plan jeweiry houses, and their name is 
now legion, are in a position to do more busi- 
ness than any one handling the same kinds of 
goods as they. During the holiday season 
‘one Chicago firm took in $6,000 in first 
deposits on goods during one day. Then again 
the jewelry repair business is not what it 
was some time ago. Repairing of all kinds 
is ‘going out of date, and with it goes the re- 
pair department of the small jewelry store. 
Not of course that there is no repairing in 


this line, but where once often it was an item 
‘that. paid the operating expenses of a store 
‘and left the profits of sales as clear gain now 


it is nothing ta be depended upon 

* Between these things the man who starts 
in this business in the city is going to have a 
hard time of it. To make the least kind of 
a showing with a jewelry stock he must get a 
good location, he must get on a central street 
and he must rent a good store. A jewelry 
stock in a poor store is like jewels in a pig 
sty, and there will be little trade for the one

He was an expert workman and . saved 
money., However, he saw that he might work 
a thousand years and yet not grow rich. He 
lived in a new and growing residence district 
where no jeweler had located, and he re- 


_ golved that there was room for a store of 


this kind there. His first place of business 
was half of a store, the other half being oc- 
cupled by a barber shop. His first stock 
represented a total] outlay of $500. He didn’t 
have much to begin with, and his sign read,: 
,modestly, “ Jewelry and Repairing.” 

Now he occupies the entire store, has a 
stock that occupies a roomful of glass cases 
and shelves, and the letters on his window 
read, in addition to the usual lettering, 
“ Watches and Diamonds.” He secured the 
business, and now he is growing rich. He 
has ‘a repair department, which ke®ps one 
man busy all the time, and it takes himself 
‘and two assistants to attend to the retail 
end of the business. His store at present 


represents an expenditure of more than ten | 


times the amount he originally put into it. 
There are probably few men in other lines 
who have made more of a success in this 
length of time. And yet this man is ‘not en- 
thusiastic over ye chances of the pestaner 
in this line. 


Increase in Trade. 

“ Conditions have changed even in the 
short time that I have been in the business,” 
says he. “More firms have gone into this 
line on the easy payment plan and more 
department stores have added really wel) 
equipped jewelry departments te their estab- 


‘ Mshments More people are buying goods on 


the easy payment plan and more people are 
going downtown to ‘buy goods, especially in 
this line. As a consequence, it is much hard- 
er for any one to get a startin it.. Even here 
in this location, which is unexcelled for this 


begin to make money. 

* It takes time to work up a profitable 
in this line, more time, possibly, than in other 
lines of retail selling. People don’t go out 
and see jewelry in a window and buy it.like 
they do groceries or dress goods. A purchase 
in jewelry often represents considerable 
money and the storekeeper must have a wide 
trade acquaintance before enough people will 
know him to come to buy their jewelry to 
yield him a substantial profit. To get such 
a circle of acquaintances will take time, not 

a few months, nor a little advertising, but 
2 a and a whole lot of advertising. Inthe 
meantime the storekeeper will be in the posi- 
tion of actually losing money or making lit- 
tle. When he does get his trade worked up 
to a paying basis he will be in clover, for 
the profits are most satisfactory when a sale 
is made. But it is a question if rewards 
would not come to him surer and quicker in 
some other line,” 

How much of this man’s statement may 
be applicable to every section of the city 
and to all conditions is hard to say.

Especially ig this 80 of the boy brought up 
in the small towli, where the railroad repre- 
sents the great wide world and the men 
who “run on the road ” are heroes. To him 
the railroad means a chance to get away from 
the slow environment of the small towns; it 
means a chance’ to’ see “ life,” to in the 

Caboose with the conductor, to stand on top 
of the cars while the train is in motion, to 
travel. Also brakemen earn as much as $115 
a month. 

There are few things bigger than $100 a 
month at that stage of a young man’s career. 
With these things in view it is little wonder 
that railroads do not have to look far when 
they wish to hire employés. The railroad 
microbe inoculates tho of young 

Americans annually with a desire to go rall- 
roading, and there are always applications 
for positions on file in the railroad companies" 
Offices. Added to the glaring attractions of 
excitement, travel,.and good pay, there is 
also present the element of danger in the 
work which is sure to attract the adventur- 
ous spirits. How many of these same ad- 
venturous spirits are not sick of their work 

& year after having made the start is hard to 
say, but it is certain that they will find many 
things to disenchant them after they dis- 
cover what railroading really is. 


Railroad Work Most Exacting. | 


They will find that rallroad work in al! its 
Phases is possibly the most exacting to be 
found in the long list of crafts. The work is 
hard, the hours are long, and the age limit 
hovers over the worker’s head constantly 
to remind him that he must not let 85 years 
of age find him without a permanent posi- 
tion with some road. If he does he will have 
to look elsewhere for work. A man cannot 
secure work as a brakeman or conductor 
after he is 35, except on a few roads. 

The man who wishes to start railroading 
as a brakeman should first stop and con- 
sider the pro and con of the matter care- 
fully. In the first place he must know that 
he is able bodied, strong, and agile. The 
physical examination that he will be sub- 
jected to before being allowed to enter the 
service will discover any bodily unfitness of 
sufficient importance to disqualify the ‘ap- 
plicant, but out on the slippery tops of 
freight cars on dark nights the brakeman 
will find that oftentimes arms, legs, and even 
life will depend on his quickness arid agility. 
When a new brakeman gets on to a ear top 
in a clumsy manner, the old men have a cus- 
tom of advising him to quit the work then 
and there before the inevitable accident 
comes, 

Apprentices Have Hard Time. 

The earliest age at which a young man can 
enter the service is 21. He must make appll- 
cation for his position with the nearest divis- 
ion superintendent or at the general offices. 
When. his application is given consideration 
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Peril and Hard 


he will be called upon for preliminary exam- 
ination. At his acceptance as apprentice he 
will be required on most roads to Make the 
first three or four trips without pay. ‘This is 
to give him . s first insight mnto the nature of 
the work. 

From the first trips he fs taken and placed 
as a thember ofa crew during a probationary 
period of six months. During this peridd he 
must busy himself studying the signals, sys- 
tem of air brakes, and the other things that 
he will be required to be proficient in when 
his final examination is to be held. Whether 
or no he will be allowed to take this examina- 
tion and become a regular brakeman wil) de- 
pend upon the degree of efficiency he dis- 
plays during probation, his conduct, and the 
general impression he makes upon his su- 
periors.. If the report of his work for the six 
months is satisfactofy he will be called for 
examination. 


. 
Must Be Sound Physically. . 

Usually the examination will be held ata 
division point, the examining board usually 
consisting of a traveling engineer, trainmas- 
ter, traveling conductor, and physician. The 
physical examination which the applicant 
will have to undergo is in many respects as 
close and exacting as the United States army 
examination. The examinee must be abso- 
lutely sound as to physical condition, his hear- 
ing must be good, and his eyes will be given a 
closer searching and testing than any other 
examination in the world will put .bim 
through. The least defect in his eyesight 
will be sufficient to cause his rejection, for 


polling stock and lives are. frequently de- 


pendent upon the reliability of a trainman’s 
eyesight. 


Technical Examination Severe. 
‘The technical examination is even severer 

in proportion than the physical. The brake- 
man must know more than how to wave 4 
lantern and pull a coupling handle. He must 
be faniiliar with every kind of signal to be 
found .on the road, train signals, station 
signals, and must know what they mean 
wherever found. Considering the great va- 
riety of signals and that signals do not mean 
the same at ail places, it will be seen that 
to go through the sigtial examination with- 
a slip is no small feat in itself. 


-» On the airbrakes the applicant is ques- 


tioned as closely as on the signals. He must 
know how to trace atr through different pipes 
and valves, must know the effect of dif- 
ferent pressures on different speeds and dif- 
ferent tonnage. In short, he*must know the 
dirbrake from 'end to énd and just what it 
ought to and will do.

_'Must Endure Hardships. 
It is doubtful, however, if there is any

Not infrequently crews are forced to 
work twenty and twenty-four hours without 
relief. This means complete bodily and 
mental exhaustion, and when, possibly, six 
hours sleep and recuperation are given a man 
isfactory, and it is from the ranks of freight 
ductor, the king of trainmen, isto be reached.

There is little doubt that this, the over- 
working of crews, is one of the foremost, 


causes of railroad wrecks, On the whole, . 


however, railroading may be said to be safer 
than it was a few years ago. The automatic 
coupler and the air brake have done much to 
lessen dangers to trainmen. The railroads 
are always slow in adopting accident saving 
contrivances. The automatic brake was 
adopted only after a hard fight, the automatic 
coupler came next, after a harder fight, and 
at present the fight is on for the adoption of a 
train stop that will render accidents as nearly 
impossible as human ingenuity and care can 
make them. Not one of the railroads that 


', have adopted the first two of these devices 


would part with them for any consideration. 
With the automatic stop the same result will 
obtain, but the cost of initial instaliment pre- 
vents quick action as to Its acceptance. 

“Braking” Risky Business. 

Now the principal dangers that beset the 
brakeman are from trains made up of cars 
of uneven height and from overhanging via- 
ducts and bridges. It is no hard task to fall 
when running over the top of such a train 


in motion, and often trainmen are swept. 


from their cars by overhanging obstacles. 

As for promotion, the brakeman can rise 
to the position of freight conductor, where 
his pay will be 3 cents per mile. He may 
become a passenger conductor, where his 
pay will be about $150 permonth. Ifhecares 
to stay at the work Iong enough it is possible 
for him to become yardmaster, trainmaster, 
superintendent, or general - manager ‘even,’ 


such advancement to the calling. 

All stich promotion will depend upon the’ 
train man keeping his record clean for years 
of hard service and upon his good fortune in 
escaping accident. In the end the work can 
hardly be said to be a good fleld for the young 
man, but this will not prevent thousands 
from entering it each year. 


Mysteries Behind Counters of a Bank 


HE ketping of a bank account is to most 
people a common, matter of fact affair, 
but there is no denying that such trans- 
actions contain more or less romance 
or mystery, although it is the desire of 

all bank officials to keep it as free as possible 

of the latter. 

‘There is hardly a banker of any experi- 

ence who has not a fund of interesting stories 

he could tell of his clients, if it were possible 
to do so without breaking the secrecy which 
is understood in all banking business. 


Occasionally bankers are confronted with 
mysteries too deep to fathom. I recall one 


such affair which happened while I was man- 
aging a bank in another city, which was act- 
ing as correspondent to this bank. The head 
of a concern whose account showed a balance 
in the thousands every month called upon 
me and stated that important business mat- 
ters necessitated his presence in Europe im- 
miediately, and requested us to honor his 
brother’s signature on all:checks and other 
paper. 

He regretted that he was not able to present 
his brother to me personally, but stated that 
he would equip him with satisfactory cre- 
dentials, and handed mea copy of the latter’s 
signature. It was a reasonable story and did 
not Arouse my suspicion, although I won- 
dered at the time that I had never before 
heard of a brother. 


‘Mystery of Alleged Brother.

A deaf person sitting be- 
fore an instrument which has a mirror be- 
hind it can receive the flashes rather than the 
elicks.”’

“I don’t 
mean pretty, you know, but one that knows 
how to dress—the tailor made kind who visits 
the hairdresser and the manicure. Of course, 
I know it costs, but we are willing to pay 
for it.” 

So great a stress does one of the large 
stores Imy upon the details of toflet that it 
prints a little booklet, which it distributes 
to all employés, that has useful hints as to 
the care of hair and nails, the wearing of 
tasteful and fitting dress, and with many: 
Mttle hints as to the proper day costume of 
both men and women.

The general manager of another road Ina 
recent address to the staff concluded with 
the following order. upon which he enlarged 
with much emphasis: “All men who are 
employed are expected to assist the direc- 
torate in making the line as attractive as 
possible by themselves cultivating smart- 
ness’ and a certain degree of good style, as 
well as neatness In the matter of personal 
attire.” In both these roads these innova-

It may be set down that the average weekly 
earnings of the good musicians in the city 
are §25.

average: Their bours are not what would 
be called jong by the average worker, but the 
work is extremely confining. However, 
most of them are satisfied with their work. 

The better performers who are earried by 
traveling opera organizations are much bet- 
ter paid. Forty-five dollars a week, with all 
traveling expenses, is not an infrequent 
figure for these men. Their season lasts 
from thirty-five to forty-five weeks out of the 
year. To fill these positions the musician: 


must be an excellent performer, andthe men | 


who bold them are the pick of the profeséion, 
although it is not seldom that-a beardiless 
youngster with exceptional talent is found 
among them. 


Pays To Be an Artist, 
In other lines of work it is only the artist 
who will. earn this much, ‘In this.profession 


it is the artist, who is the favored one in all - 


He will have a superfiuity of en- 
gagements’ when the mediocre performer is 
idjie, and his pay will be much larger.

‘The prophet, however, does not preach against the men, 
whose apparel was often more gorgeous than that of the 
women, Among the old Assyrians men paid more attention 
to their beards alone than women gave to their entire toilet. 
They were worn long and plaited, although it was quite 
common to see them divided into two or three rows of curls. 

Solomon, wisest of kings, not only derived great pleasure 
from the glory of his own raiment but praised his numerous 
beloveds, especially for the care of their locks, black and 
beautiful as a raven's wing. . 

The first toilet, we may fairly assume, consisted in a 
plain bath without soap or towel, followed occasionally, per- 
haps, by a single adjustment of refractory locks with the 
fingers. This- developed rapidly into a luxuriously appointed 
bath, and refractory locks were soon put to rights by an ex- 
pert hairdresser. The enormous extent, the variety, the 
architectural beauty, and the completeness of many of these 
ancient baths, gorgeous even in the ruins, have excited the 
admiration and wonder of succeeding ages.
